Ex-Mayor Froehlich Presented Gavel. New 
Taxi License Applied for. Two-Hour 
Parking Ordinance Requested 

Many important matters were 
taken up at the Council meeting 
Tuesday evening, a representative 
of the County Planning Commis¬ 
sion being present as well as 
members of the City Planning 
Commission to discuss a tentative 
map showing the proposed lay¬ 
out of streets in the new sub¬ 
division of the Hastings Ranch, 
south of Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The plans provide that the 
streets be laid out in loops, with 
no outlet to the east to Michillin- 
da. In fact, it calls for a strip 
of land, between the streets and 
Michillinda, with houses backing 
up to Michillinda. This would 
make access difficult to Sierra 
Madre as a shopping district and 
would make it a distinctly sep¬ 
arate community. The local Plan¬ 
ning Commission recommended 
that the streets in the new tract 
should line up with Sierra Madre 
streets with opportunity for 
through traffic. The Council and 
City Planning Commission will 
voice disapproval of the plan in 
writing, suggesting certain 
changes. 

Paul Carter, former member of 
the Council and Chairman of the 
Water Commission before going 
into the service, was asked to 
contact Mrs. Florance Collison of 
Pasadena in regard to securing 
a reservoir site in the mountain 
area, 1450 feet above N. Mountain 
Trail Ave., which she owns. It is 
proposed to build a reservoir 
there, this site being selected on 
account of the favorable height. 
The proposed reservoir would be 
supplemental to the Auburn Ave. 
installation, making a twin instal¬ 
lation with the same booster 
pump for both. With increasing 
population additional water facili¬ 
ties are necessary. 

It is understood that Mrs. Col¬ 
lison has agreed to the request 
to deed enough land to the city 
for a reservoir site and necessary 
easements for a pipe line with 
certain conditions, namely: That 
a fire hydrant be installed half 
way up the ridge for the protec¬ 
tion of her property; that the in¬ 
stallations be camouflaged as to

: his first impressions: 

"Long time no write—now can 
j see why? Yes, great honorable 
war machine has whole United 
| States armed forces bottled up in 
Tokyo area. 

"Due to bad seas we had to 
I circle the south end of Leyte and 
! sail up the Sula Sea to Manila in 
! order to catch a convoy for 
| Japan. We just missed a typhoon 
{ and the seas were a bit choppy, 

! but I managed to hold all, which 
I was more than most of the 
travelers did, and amazing for 
: me. 

"The last day was calm and 
| serene. Sailing up Tokyo Pay it 
! looked not unlike a Japanese 
- print: fog. water, a glimpse of 
, hill top thru the fog, and one or 
two square sailed fishing boats. 
Then a tremendous concentration 
of U.S. and British naval force. 

"Yokohama was smaller than 1 
had expected—not due to bomb¬ 
ing, either. Much of it quite 
American by 1925 architectural 
styles. The Americans were 
mighty clever in their bombing 
strategy, most all the dock facili¬ 
ties and huge cranes were un¬ 
touched. Driving out to our 
quarters northwest of town, it 
was amazing to see how all in¬ 
dustrial areas had been gutted. 
Evidently many families had actu¬ 
ally lived right at the factories, 
for among the ruins were 
grotesque little huts shaped out of 
the burned and now rusted sheet 
metal scrap.

CIVIL SERVICE JOBS 

If you were a permanent Fed¬ 
eral Civil Service employee when 
you entered the Service you are 
entitled to your former position 
or one of like seniority, status 
and pay. Application should be 
made within ninety days from 
date of discharge. Tn the event 
of difficulty appeal should be 
made to the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission. 

Honorably discharged Veterans 
seeking a Civil Service job are 
entitled to special consideration 
and preference in Civil Service 
examination. 

Examination for position of 
Guard, Elevator Operator, Mes¬ 
senger or Custodian, is restricted 
to Veterans as long as Veteran 
applicants are available. 

Age, height nnd weight arc us¬ 
ually waived for Veterans. 

In personnel reductions in any 
Federal Agency preference in re¬ 
tention will be given to Veterans. 

Veterans are exempted from 
the provisions of the law pro¬ 
hibiting Government employment 
to more than two members of a 
family.

are also trained to set up their 
own telephone lines. 

Quantities of meat is stored in 
the refrigerator room and there 
are no shortages of meats and 
foods. 

The recent Cleveland National 
Forst fire was a serious one, 
burning over thousands of acres. 
Twenty truckloads of equipment 
were sent from here. 

Fighters were called from the 
Canadian to the Mexican borders 
to assist in fighting this fire, and 
only the surplus men could be 
taken as some must bo retained 
at each station in case of local 
fires. One hundred twenty men 
were taken in nine specially char¬ 
tered planes. There were 147 of¬ 
ficers on the job with their crews. 

When the fighters return, their 
equipment must be put in readi¬ 
ness for the next alarm and here 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary of the FFF 
of Sierra. Madre come into the 
picture. After every fire they go 
to the depot and wash the dishes, 
sand and paint every tool used, 
and recondition bedding and all 
other equipment.
